will I be buried.” 
How well God repaid Ruth for 
he 
faith and devotion is the out­ 
standing truth of this great story. 
When the two journeying women 
reached Bethlehem they were joy­ 
fully received. And we have an­ 
other great truth; 
3 God If no respecter of per­ 
sons. 
Despite the fact tbat the Israel­ 
ites stressed the desire to keep 
their blood-lines free from foreign 
contact*, Ruth was accepted and 
loved. 
But Ruth earned the love and re­ 
spect given her. So must we all 
do. 
It may have been as difficult for 
Ruth to accept Naomi’s people as 
it was for them to accept Ruth. 
But in faith and love Ruth did ac­ 
cept them. She took a chance with 
her heart and won. 
It was no easy job for Ruth to 
follow the reapers and glean the 
grain left by them. It w'as a hard 
way to make a living for herself 
and Naomi. But she did it. 


It was no easy matter for Ruth 
to remind Boaz of his obligation to 
provide for her and to redeem the 
inheritance of her dead husband. 
But she did it. Anjl she did it by 
being so lovely tnat Boaz wanted 
to redeem her inheritance, not so 
much because of the law as be­ 
cause of his love for this sweet 
woman. 
God gave to Ruth for a husband 
one of the most honorable men of 
the community and in their mar­ 
riage they became the ancestors 
of both David and Solomon and of 
the human body of our Blessed 
Savior. Thus did God bless and 
reward Ruth for her filial devotion 
and trust in him.

“If the shin-barking stumble over a coffee table 
never happens, there never can be a more serious mishap. 
“Every stairway should have a railing. Any do-it-your- 
aeifer can put one up. 
“ Be thoughtful of other members of your household. Put 
away mops and other tripping hazards. Be a good house­ 
keeper. Few falls occur in well-kept homes.”

He said quite 
bluntly 
that 
Crusheher

He said quite 
bluntly 
that 
Crushcher 
and 
the Red Army were awaiting only 
a moment of weakness and care­ 
lessness on our part before attack­ 
ing us. 
These observations, the

cellor said, grew out of h:s meet­ 
ings with the Soviet chief, which 
included a week when "I was to­ 
gether with him mornings, after­ 
noons and evenings.” 
This was in the Kremlin when 
Mr. Adenauer Hew there to dis­ 
cuss the reunification of his na­ 
tion. 
His warning cam e a few minutes 
after he had personally and gent­ 
ly guided me across his inner of­ 
fice, making me comfortable with 
the warmth of a fatner towards 
a visiting son.
